DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 16-24 and 26-30 are allowed. 

Applicant's arguments, see page 8-11, in particular page 9, first full paragraph 
and page 10, first full paragraph, filed 2/16/2010, with respect to the rejection of claim 
16 as obvious over Sargent in view of Hubricht have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of 11/13/2009 has been withdrawn. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art failed to show a flying object having a picture taking unit disposed at 
a rear part and two motors with combustible propelling charges, disposed one on either 
side of the center of gravity of the flying object and both producing lateral maneuvering 
forces, the forces of one motor passing through the center of gravity, wherein when the 
two motors are operating, the position of the center of gravity remains at least 
approximately fixed.
